AMNRSTY 10 DESERTERS.
The president and ssoretary of war
are expectod to give anrly consideration
to the question of proclaiming an am-
nesty to deserters from the army. The
Inst order of general amnosty was issuad
in 1878, since which time there have
been thousands of deserters, some of
whom are still living under the dreand
of being recnptured. Thore are both
humane and economieal rensons in sup-
port of the proposals for gencral am-
nesty. 1t would relieve a very large
number of men of a heavy burden of

fear. Assistant Adjutant-Genernl Kel-
ton, of the army, talking of
the matter, said that a deserter,
even it ho has bheen out

of the service for some time, is always
fenrful of discovery and arrest, and his
mind is always on a strain, Thers isa
raward for the detection and arrest of
every deserter of the United States
army, and in evory eity there ara de-
toctives on the lookout for such men,
Knowing the 'danger heis in, the de-
sarter is in a continunl stare of appre-
hension; which is alinost as severe o
punishment ns any that would be in-
flicted in the service,

As to the economical consldaeration,
amnesty would relieve the government
of the expense of recapturing those
who should be tmeluded in it, which in
the opinion of Adjutant-General Kel-
ton should bo all who deserted orior to
1886, Desertions are costly to the gov-
ernment. For example, the number
last year wus twanty-five hundred, and
it cost the government two hundred
and twenty dollars to replnce each one
of them with o new recruit, The de-
sertions of lnst year tferofore cost the
government five hundred and ffty
thousand dollars, aside from the ex-
pense attached to those who were re-
captured. An order of gonoral nmuesty
would prevent the nocessity of
any further expense on account
of the desertors now at large
and if it should not tend to
decroase the number of desertions in
the future, it might, in the opinion of
General Kelton, inspire some needed
mmprovements and reforms. The sug-
gestion of an amnesty was made to the
prosident by Senator Plumb, -and it is
quite probable that an order will be is-
sued to ineclude all deserters down to
15886, and possibly to a later date, It is
not apparent thut any bad effects could
result from such an order. The govern-
munt would certainly lose nothing, and
a host of men, estimuted to number
over thirty-two thousand, would be
given relief from the fenr that con-
tinually haunts them. In hislotter to
the president on this matter, Senator
Plumb makes some statements regard-
ing the conditions that produce so many
desertions which ought to receive the
attention of congress. There isevi-
dently great opportunity for reform in
army methods, without which deser-
tions'are likely to be as numerous in
the future as in the past.

THE SILVER QUESTION.

Fver sinca the present administra-
tion came into power the advocates of
un inereased coinage of silver have
been urging the monthly purchase of
silver bullion to the full amountauthor-
ized by law, four million dollars. It is
announced that they have finally been
informed of the decision of the secre-
tary of the treasury not to depart from
the present and long-muintained policy
of limiting the ovurchase of silver to
two million doliars a month, and that
this will be adhered to until congress
caa have an opportunity to act upon the
question. The vefusal of the secretary
of the troasury to change the policy es-
tablished under n vepublican adminis-
tration, issaid to have causad the silver
men a good deal of displeasure and cha-
grin,

If the friends of silver coinage seri-
ously hoped that their appeal would be
successful, they did so in disregard of
the well known recora of Secretary
Windom on this question. In the senate
Mr. Windom spoke very plaiily and very
forcibly in opposition to free coinage.
In the administration of Garfield, he
gave no intimation that his views re-
garding silver had undergone unny
change. Nothing in his sabsequont
career affords any reason for beliel that
he has abandoned the opinions held
ton years ago, Nor had the silver men
any warrant to expect support for their
policy from the president. He has at
no time, either in the sennte or since,
been identified with those in fuvor of a
radical bimetallic policy. He ap-
proved in his letter of acceptance the
deolaration of the national platform in
favor of currency of both gold and sil-
ver, but neither in this nor anything
else that he has said, which isol record,
is President Harrison committed to any
different policy than is now buing pur-
sued regarding silver coinage.
If the advoeates of more coinage are
strong anough in congross, as it is quite
possible they will be, to effect a
change of policy, they will be in a
position to compel a change ol policy.

Meaowhile the practical facts of the
finuncial situation should recelve atten-
tion, as undoubtedly these have had an
important influence in inducing the de-
gision reached by tho treasury depart-
ment, These do not show that there Is
an urgent demand for un increase in the
silver colnage. Atthebeginnlng of this
yoar less than sixty-one million stan-
dard silver dollars were in sctuul use in
o total eirculation of over fourteen hun-
dred million dollars, While from the
first of January to the middle of May
nearly twenty million of standard sil-
ver dollars were ndded to the treasury
hoard by coinage and the return of
coins not wanted in elroulation, less
than half that amount of silver certifi-
entes having been added during that
time to the currenoy ciroulation of the
country, With facts of this character
before them it should not surprise any-
body that the secretury of the treasury
declines to increase tho purchases of
silver bullion, and to ecutinue Lthe pres-
ent poliey until congress can say
whether or not it shall be changed,

THE REASON WHY.

In urging our cltizens to support the
main proposition of the bowrd of educa-
tion for the proposed issue of school
bonds, THE BEE cannot be justly ac-
cused of neung us the mouthpisce of the

bourd of education. Tue Bee bas vot

besn known to stand In with the pres-
ent board to any extent. It has oriti-
cised the methods of the board very
frecly and the board as a whole doos not
take kindly to Tine Bee.

But this paper is not hide-bound and
dors nol propose to countenance any
move that would ‘inevitably ceripple our
publie school system, and for two yoeara
to come, would deprive hundreds of our
children of school facilities.

We can forego an onlargement of the
high echool buoilding. We can vote
down the proposition to build a new
wing to that structure. We do neea
more school houses and can not afford to
put off their erection another year,
aven if morally cortnin that there will
be jobbery in the purchnge of lots and
evection of sehool houses. Bul there is
to be an election two weeks hencoe for
once-third of the school board, and if
any member whose time is up does not
possess Lthe conlidence of tl e alectors, he
will be snowed under. Butthore is every
prospect that vigilance will be exercised
and jobbery thwarted, The people are
wide-awake and the members of the
board know that every move they make
will be watched.

Are we to vote down every bond pro-
position for public buildings and im-
provements because jobbers and specu-
lntors are lablé to work the council
and bonrd of public works?

The school bourd is now paying nearly
seven thousand dollars a  year for
temporary school rooms. The intereston
two hundred and twenty-five thousand
dollars of five per cent, bonds is eleven
thousand two hundred and twenty-five
dollars a year. Is theco any cconomy
in paying out seven thousand a year for
store rooms and fire-traps that are not

‘suited for school rooms, when you can

more than double your school capacity
by erecting commodious and well-
planned school houses,

The talk that taxes will ba lower if
the bonds are voted down is all bosh,
Omalin will never stultify hersell by
excluding several thousand children
froin her schools. She will either rent
all sorts of puildings for school use, and
pay out ten or eleven thousand dollars
tyear rent, or buiid her own school
houses and pay o fraction over eleven
thousand dollavs annual interest on her
bonds. Whereis the taxpayer going to
save  money by voting  down
the bond proposition? On  the
othe hand, the purchase of lots
and the erection of school houses will
place two bhundred and twenty-five
thousand dollars in circulation among
property owners, merchants and work-
ingmen. That will make itsell felt
materially in this dull season, and whgn
capitalists come to Omaha to locute, tho
fact thay we can boast of large aud ele-
eant school houses and excellent selool
facilities, will go fur toward indueing
therfi to invest and locate here. Tt goes
without saying that public sehool facili-
ties are taken into consideration by the
jndustrial class, which seeks homes
where their children can enjoy the
best educational advantages,

Tin decision ef Judge Wakeley is an
important and timely warning to the
county board of equatization. The court
holds that valuations made by the ng-
sessors cunnot be changed by the board
without ‘*filing a written complaint
against the owner and entering into o
formul treatment of the case.” The
decision brings up the guestion of un-
equal assessments which is the erying
evil of the present system. No im-
vrovement, however, ean be effected
under existing laws, The limited time
allowed the board to equalize the work
of the assessors makes it imperative
that the latter shall exercise
the greatest care in making their
returns, and agreeing in advance on
n defimite method of voluation,
equal and just to il sections of the city
and county., Wnard boundaries should
be ignored, and favoritiam stamped out.
Rich and poor should be treated alike,
and unimproved realty should bear an
equal shave of the burdens of tuxation
with adjoining improved property.
To place a premium on unimproved
property by low assessment is an outrago
on home-builders,

Tue lead and silver producing indus-
tries are deeply interested in the appenl
mude betore the trensury department at
Washington by representatives of the
mines of Utan, Montana and Colorado,
asking to have the present rule govern-
ing the importation of mixed quantities
of 1ead and silver ore changed., Large
quantities of lead are imported from
Mexico to be smelted in this country.
These ores evade the specitic duties on
leand by being imported ns siiver ore,
where the silver is less in quantity, but
greater in value than the tead. It is
claimed by the miners that under the
present system the governmoent is de-
{rauded and the lead producers of this
country ars compelled to meat the com-
petition of Mexican lead in the murket
alrendy overstocked, To romedy this
defect the lead operators nsk that the
weight of the two metals should de-
termine to what elass the ore belongs.
It is a delicate subject for the treasury
department to handle., The preseol
ruling has been endorsed by the seunto
judiciary committee and is favored by
the smelting and rvellning compuanies,
In all probabitity the treasury depurt-
ment will ba very cautious in coming to
a decision of so much moment to the
mining and smelting industries,

The oftlcial report of police operations in
Ireland for the firslythree months of the
present year is an interesting document re-
ceived ut she state department receatly.
Crime is classed under thirty-eight heads,
ranging from murder o threats. Next to
murder, in the opinion of the ofcial compiler,
wssuults on the pollce are considered the most
heinous of crimes, and two Instances were
rocorded in three months. When one con-
siders the autogratio pawer of the pollee, the
oruel eviction practices, the searching ralds
on homes, and other provooutions, the moral
restramt and patience of the people is sur-
prising. The record shows a total of one
buudred aod twenty-five erimes, and seventy
of these wery sending threatening letters und
intimidation. It is gouptlful if shere is ao-

other fiva miltton people on the globa that
can show a ®l#anor and more eraditable
rocord than thal compiled by the politioal
encmies of treland.
